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A New Course For Canada 


Prime Minister Brian Mulroney has made it 
very clear to peopie at home and around the 
world that Canada has embarked upon a new 
course of action, with a new attitude to the world. 


That attitude is reflected in the words and 
actions of Prime Minister Mulroney and the 
Progressive Conservative Government since 
assuming power after the national election of Sep- 
tember 4, 1984. 


On the domestic front, the new course of 
action consists of strengthening the economy, 
removing obstacles to growth, ensuring govern- 
ment fiscal responsibility, improving the social 
safety net and developing a consultative 
approach to problem-solving. 


Internationally, Canada’s new course of 
action consists of meeting her international com- 
mitments, developing international trade, promot- 
ing international peace and meeting the moral 
obligation for international aid and development 
assistance. 


“My government is committed to building 
Canada’s image in the world...as a free, 
tolerant and independent nation; as a reli- 
able trading partner; as a good place to 
invest and do business; as a people com- 
mitted to the entrepreneurial spirit; and as 
a nation that honours its commitments to 
its allies.”

Brian Mulroney 
Prime Minister of Canada 


Canada’s eighteenth Prime Minister is the 
fourth generation of the Mulroney family to be 
born in Canada. The first, Pierce Mulroney, was 
the son of Thomas Mulroney and Dora Dozaney 
of County Cavan, near Ulster. Pierce Mulroney 
emigrated to Canada from Ireland in the 1830s, 
settling in the province of Quebec. 


The Right Honourable Brian Mulroney, 
P.C., M.P., is the third child and eldest son of 
Benedict Martin Mulroney and Mary Irene O'Shea. 
He was born on March 20, 1939 in Baie Comeau, 
Quebec. He has two older sisters, Olive and 
Peggy; two younger sisters, Doreen and Barbara; 
and a younger brother, Gary. 


Baie Comeau is a small town on the north 
shore of the St. Lawrence River, the river linking 
the Great Lakes with the Atlantic Ocean. It is a 
forestry town, a centre for the lumber and pulp 
and paper industries. 


Ben Mulroney became a foreman at the 
North Shore Paper Company in Baie Comeau. To 
help finance his children’s education, he also 
owned and operated a small electrical repair busi- 
ness. 


Brian Mulroney inherited his father’s belief 
in hard work as the key to a successful future. In 
the summer months, the future Prime Minister 
worked in a variety of jobs...security guard, 
labourer, truck driver...to Save money for his uni- 
versity education.

In 1953, Brian Mulroney left the family 
home in Baie Comeau to complete high school at 
St. Thomas College in Chatham, New Brunswick. 
Upon graduation in 1955, he entered St. Francis 
Xavier University at Antigonish, Nova Scotia, 
completing an Honours Degree in Political 
Science in 1959. 


Following a year at Dalhousie University, 
Brian Mulroney went to Quebec City to study law 
at Université Laval. This period of his life coin- 
cided with the era of social and political transfor- 
mation in Quebec that became known as the 
Quiet Revolution. 


The journey from his hometown of Baie Comeau to the Office of the 
Prime Minister has been marked by hard work and perseverance. 


No Stranger to Politics 


From an early age, Brian Mulroney was 
interested in public affairs. His political creden- 
tials, which would lead him inevitably to the high- 
est elected office in the nation, were developed 
through hard work and dedication from the 
moment he entered university. 


While he was at St. Francis Xavier Univer- 
sity, he was elected Prime Minister of the Com- 
bined Maritimes Universities’ Model Parliament. 


In 1956, at the age of 17, Mr. Mulroney 
attended a Progressive Conservative Party con- 
vention which had been called to elect a new 
leader of the Party. He served as Vice-Chairman 
of the Youth For Diefenbaker; John George 
Diefenbaker went on to win the leadership and 
become Canada’s Prime Minister. 


This was the beginning of a close political 
relationship between Brian Mulroney and the late 
Prime Minister Diefenbaker, who consulted him 
from time to time on political affairs in Quebec. 


While at Université Laval, Brian Mulroney 
continued his tradition of activism in both student 
and national political affairs. He was instrumental 
in the organization of the Congres des Affaires 
Canadiennes, a focal point in the events of 
Quebec’s Quiet Revolution.

Prime Minister of Canada from 1957 to 1963 


Years later, during an intense political 
debate on the future of Quebec within the nation, 
Mulroney would serve on the ‘NO’ Committee, 
which favoured that Quebec remain within the 
Canadian Confederation. He travelled the prov- 
ince tirelessly, appealing to Quebecers as Canadi- 
ans; Quebecers voted overwhelmingly to remain 
an integral part of the nation. 


To this day, Brian Mulroney fights consist- 
ently and eloquently for a strong Quebec within a 
united Canada. 


“There is no obligation more compelling, 
no duty more irresistible in Canada and 
around the world than to ensure that our 
minorities, linguistic and otherwise, live at 
all times in conditions of fairness and jus- 
tice.”’

From Lawyer to Corporate President 


In 1962, Brian Mulroney worked briefly as 
a private secretary to the Honourable Alvin Hamil- 
ton, Minister of Agriculture in the Diefenbaker 
Government. He completed his Bachelor of Laws 
degree in 1964. 


After his graduation, he was asked to join 
Ogilvy, Cope, Montreal’s largest law firm. Over the 
rest of the decade, and into the 1970s, Brian Mul- 
roney established his credentials as one of the 
nation’s most prominent labour lawyers. 


Such was his reputation that, in 1974, 
when the Quebec construction industry was 
experiencing grave labour problems and unprece- 
dented violence, Mr. Mulroney was asked by the 
Premier of Quebec to join a three-man Royal 
Commission, the Cliche Commission, to study the 
problem. 


The many recommendations of the Cliche 
Commission helped to bring peace and stability to 
the province’s major industry. 


In 1976, Brian Mulroney was invited to join 
the Iron Ore Company of Canada as Executive 
Vice-President, and soon became its President. 
The firm had been plagued by labour unrest, more 
than sixty work stoppages in the previous ten 
years and a huge debt. Yet, by 1979, the com- 
pany’s labour difficulties were a thing of the past, 
and it was showing a handsome profit. 


“Our objective and our mandate is to get 
the economy of Canada moving. Our new 
government will place the highest priority 
on the development of a new and attrac- 
tive business climate for domestic and 
international investment. We plan to attract 
risk capital where the benefits for Canada 
are in job creation and economic growth.”’

During his period as President of the Iron 
Ore Company, Brian Mulroney worked with the 
unions to implement numerous policies to benefit 
employees and their families. This greatly 
improved employee morale, enhanced produc- 
tivity and helped the company out of its difficul- 
ties. 


In 1982, faced with a worldwide recession, 
declining steel prices, and cheaper sources of iron 
ore, Brian Mulroney was forced to close an lron 
Ore Company plant in the town of Schefferville, 
Quebec. The final settlement for company 
employees affected, applauded then in labour, 
business and government circles, still stands 
today as a model of a generous and equitable set- 
tlement. 


Three years later, Brian Mulroney was to 
Stake his political career on winning a seat in 
Canada’s Parliament in the very riding in which 
Schefferville is located. He won an overwhelming 
victory. 


“If you treat people properly, if you con- 
duct your affairs with integrity and with 
honour, no one can ever fault your actions, 
no matter what the circumstances 
dictate.”’

Australian Prime Minister Robert Hawke was Prime Minister 
Mulroney's guest at Canada’s first National Economic Conference. 
Hawke shared with Canadians his country’s experience with building 
a national consensus on major issues. 


The Road to Prime Minister 


During the years as a young lawyer and 
corporate executive, Brian Mulroney continued to 
develop his reputation as a key organizer and 
political strategist for his Party in Quebec. 


For traditional and historical reasons, the 
Progressive Conservative Party had been unable 
to establish a political base in that province since 
the death, in 1891, of Sir John A. Macdonald, the 
first Prime Minister of Canada. 


“The challenge is before us and it was 
clearly laid out by the founder of our Party 
and this country, Sir John A. Macdonald. 
He told us the only way, if you are a Con- 
servative Leader, that you can implement 
your policies, is by recreating that grand 
alliance of west and east, English and 
French.”’

In 1976, the leader of the Progressive 
Conservative Party, Robert Stanfield, resigned. 
Brian Mulroney contested the leadership of the 
Party, along with ten other candidates. One of his 
basic commitments was to build the Party in Que- 
bec, because without Quebec seats, the Party 
could never be guaranteed a national electoral 
victory. 


While he lost the leadership race, his 
prophecy was borne out by the national election 
campaign of 1979, when the Party was elected as 
minority government with only two seats out of a 
possible 75 from Quebec. That government lasted 
only six months before it was defeated by a coali- 
tion of the other parties. 


In 1983, the Party again convened to elect 
a new leader. More than 3,000 delegates gath- 
ered in Ottawa from all across the country. On 
June 11th, after nearly ten hours of balloting, 
Brian Mulroney defeated six other candidates to 
become the new leader of the Progressive Con- 
servative Party of Canada. 


Fluently bilingual, Brian Mulroney has 
deep roots in the province and is the first leader of 
the Progressive Conservative Party from Quebec. 


“Canada grew out of a challenge under- 
taken by men and women of different cul- 
tures, languages and religions, that they 
would resolve their differences, would har- 
monize their interests and would learn to 
establish as values the respect of others 
and the betterment of self.”’

Prime Minister Mulroney and Jamaican Prime Minister Edward Seaga 
on the occasion of the Canada-Caribbean Commonwealth Confer- 
ence held in Kingston, Jamaica. The Conference is a focal point in 
relations between Canada and the 17 Caribbean Commonwealth 
countries. The Caribbean and Canada enjoy many special cultural, 
institutional and economic links which predate the Canadian Confea- 
eration in 1867. 


Finally in the House of Commons 


After his election as Party leader, Brian 
Mulroney immediately sought a seat in the House 
of Commons. |In August, 1983, he won handily a 
by-election in the Nova Scotia riding of Central 
Nova. 


In September, with the opening of a new 
session of Parliament, Brian Mulroney entered the 
House of Commons as the Leader of Her 
Majesty’s Loyal Opposition. 


Very quickly, Opposition Leader Mulroney 
learned the skills that were required of a party 
leader and a Member of Parliament. His skills as a 
labour negotiator and company president were 
applied to unite the party caucus and demon- 
Strate the image of ‘government-in-waiting’ to the 
Canadian public. 


In the ‘rough and tumble’ of the House of 
Commons, Brian Mulroney earned praise for his 
poise and agility, for his quick understanding and 
for his respect for the traditions of parliamentary 
democracy. 


His grasp of Canadian economics and his 
defence of minority interests, specifically minority 
language rights, developed instant respect among 
the Canadian electorate generally. This was no 
easy task for a parliamentary rookie, who was 
debating then-Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau, a 
seasoned veteran of the House. 


As Leader of the Opposition in 1983 and 1984, Brian Mulroney spoke 
firmly and eloquently for an economic and social renaissance in 
Canada. 


In the year following his election as party 
leader, Brian Mulroney travelled the country 
extensively, setting out his Party’s policies for 
economic and political renewal. His commitment 
to the involvement of Canadians in the shaping of 
their own destiny led to the creation of party task 
forces which held public hearings on issues of 
national concern. 


Brian Mulroney also made good his pro- 
mise to involve all Canadians in the mainstream of 
the Progressive Conservative Party. To demon- 
strate his commitment, Mulroney chose to contest 
the parliamentary seat of Manicouagan in Que- 
bec, an expansive 800,000-square-kilometre rid- 
ing which contained his boyhood home town of 
Baie-Comeau. 


That seat had been traditionally Liberal; in 
the previous general election, the Liberal incum- 
bent has been elected with a majority of 16,000 
votes. 


When the Liberal Government dissolved 
Parliament on July 9, 1984, Brian Mulroney was 
ready for the election campaign. The Liberals 
were well ahead of the Progressive Conservatives 
in the opinion polls because of the election of their 
new leader. A few weeks into the campaign, how- 
ever, there was little doubt of the outcome. 


Brian Mulroney became the eighteenth 
Prime Minister of Canada on September 17, 
1984, after the largest electoral victory in the his- 
tory of the country. 


The Progressive Conservative Party had 
won 211 of the 282 seats, including 58 seats in 
the province of Quebec. This number of seats 
from Quebec was a significant accomplishment 
and provided the Canadian people with a truly 
national government. 


With the naming of the Cabinet, Prime 
Minister Mulroney created a team with strong 
representation from every region of the country. 
He established a Canadian political milestone by 
appointing six women to his Cabinet. 


“We owe it to ourselves to honour excel- 
lence and to pursue it relentlessly. Canada 
must, and will, stand for the best in all 
fields of human endeavor.”

In addition to his political, business and 
law experience, Prime Minister Mulroney has been 
involved in community volunteer organizations for 
many years. He has supported and raised funds 
for may worthwhile community causes including 
the United Way of Greater Montreal, the Big 
Brothers Association of Canada, the Quebec 
Association for the Mentally Retarded, the 
Canadian Juvenile Diabetes Foundation and the 
Montreal Heart Fund, among others. 


Brian Mulroney has served on the Boards 
of Directors of several Canadian universities and 
devoted considerable energy to fundraising for 
educational institutions. 


For Prime Minister Mulroney, the voluntary 
sector plays an important role in bringing people 
together to resolve difficult social and economic 
problems, both at home and abroad. 


Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth Ii came to Canada during the autumn of 
1984 to mark bicentennial celebrations in New Brunswick and 
Ontario, and to visit the province of Manitoba. 


Mila Mulroney: The ‘Best Friend’ 
of the Prime Minister 


On May 26, 1973, Brian Mulroney married 
Mila Pivnicki, a Yugoslav-born engineering stu- 
dent and the daughter of prominent Montreal psy- 
chiatrist, Dr. Dimitrije Pivnicki and his wife Bog- 
danka. 


The Mulroneys have three children: Caro- 
line, born on June 11, 1974; Ben, born on March 
9, 1976; and Mark, born on April 29, 1979. Like 
their mother, the Mulroney children are trilingual, 
speaking English, French and Serbo-Croatian. 


Mila Mulroney also has a working knowl- 
edge of German, Italian and Hungarian. Both the 
Mulroneys support the multicultural mosaic of 
Canada. 


“This is a nation of immigrants. Canada 
must guard with the strength of her very 
soul the rights of those whose presence 
has enriched our country. We take pride in 
this splendid diversity of our heritages and 
and resolve that it be passed on, undimin- 
ished, to our children.’

The Mulroneys share a strong belief in the 
values of the family unit and try to spend as much 
time as possible with their children, despite the 
rigours and responsibilities of government. The 
Prime Minister refers to his wife affectionately as

Since its election on September 4, 1984, 
the Mulroney Government has been charting a 
new direction for Canada, a direction character- 
ized by economic renewal and national reconcilia- 
tion. 


The largest electoral victory in Canadian 
political history had demonstrated that Canadians 
wanted a change from the political agenda and 
priorities of previous years. For the first time in a 
decade, every region of the country is strongly 
represented in the governing party. 


“Let it be clear to all that the Canadian 
people have reminded their leaders of the 
path they shall always want this nation to 
follow... the path of tolerance and dia- 
logue, of compassion, of respect for 
minorities, of hard work and unshakeable 
faith in the human spirit. This country has 
never been too vast for the dreams of its 
founders and the hopes of their children.”’

To fulfil the national will for change, the 
Mulroney Government announced its commitment 
to a renewal in the traditions of Canadian federal- 
ism and an agenda that called for consultations 
with every facet of Canadian society.

The Pope’s vision of peace and hope is one shared by the 
Prime Minister and all Canadian citizens. 


Prime Minister Mulroney has made clear Canada’s intention to honour 
its commitment to the North Atlantic Treaty alliance. In early 1985, he 
met with newly-appointed NATO Secretary General Lord Carrington. 


The top priority for the Mulroney Govern- 
ment is building a Canadian economy that is 
second to none in the world. To achieve this goal, 
the federal government is building a coalition of 
business, labour and other levels of government 
to work together on solutions leading to economic 
growth. 


In addition to this focus on economic 
expansion, the Government has initiated orderly 
deregulation in many sectors of the economy, 
including transportation and energy. 


Reducing the government’s budgetary 
deficit, an issue not unique to Canada, has also 
become an important economic and social pri- 
ority. 


Towards this goal, Prime Minister Mul- 
roney has commissioned Deputy Prime Minister 
Erik Nielsen, to conduct a wide-ranging review of 
government programs to suggest improvements 
to program efficiency and effectiveness. 


Prime Minister Mulroney has made it 
abundantly clear that there is a new attitude in the 
nation’s capital towards economic growth. 
Encouraging capital investment from Canadian as 
well as international sources is the primary means 
to create new jobs and expand the economy. The 
creation of Investment Canada to replace the For- 
eign Investment Review Agency is a clear signal 
to the international financial community that 
Canada is ‘‘open for business again.” 


“The message to prospective foreign 
investors in Canada is the same message 
we send to our trading partners...a world 
economy more open and interdependent is 
in Canada’s interest as it is in the interests 
of all nations. We want an environment 
conducive to dynamic growth in trade, 
investment and development on a global 
basis.”

This new investment climate has been 
assisted greatly by increasingly harmonious rela- 
tionships between the federal Government and 
the provinces. A number of major agreements 
have been reached, paving the way for new 
growth and renewed investment. 


Important agreements have been made in 
the energy sector, an area in which Canada has 
significant resource strength. Accords with the 
Western provinces and with Newfoundland and 
Labrador will ensure co-operative resource 
development and reduce regulations and taxes 
which have hindered development of the industry. 


Other major elements of the Government’s 


economic framework include a commitment to 
technological innovation, increased investment in 
research and development, re-energizing small 
business and effective labour force retraining pro- 
grams, along with an emphasis on reducing barri- 
ers to international trade. 


Under the new regime, trade relations with 
countries of the Pacific Rim will take on added 
dimensions. The new Government has challenged 
Canadian business and labour to become reliable 
suppliers of quality goods and services at com- 
petitive prices... making the country a first-class 
world trader. 


Brian Mulroney and Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher of Great Britain. 
The long-standing relationship of Canada and the Commonwealth is 
one based on many years of shared values and traditions. 


Canada has especially close and co-operative relations with the Fea- 
eral Republic of Germany, which is Canada's third largest source of 
direct foreign investment. Canada's growing trade co-operation with 
the Federal Republic of Germany was among the topics of discussion 
when Mulroney met with Chancellor Helmut Kohl weeks prior to the 
1985 Economic Summit in Bonn

The focus on economic growth will not be 
at the expense of Canada’s excellent social pro- 
grams. Reform of the social policy framework is 
taking place to ensure that social justice keeps 
pace with the changing needs and circumstances 
of the Canadian public. 


The Prime Minister has initiated a new era of federal-provincial rela- 
tions in Canada. Since his election he has met regularly with the 
premiers of Canada’s ten provincial governments, including an eco- 
nomic conference to deal specifically with the issues of trade, 
employment, job training, and investment. 


A Consultative Approach to Government 


The Mulroney Government is committed 
to greater national harmony through a consulta- 
tive approach to decision-making. Its pledge to 
the Canadian people is to conduct national affairs 
with a spirit of civility, consultation and consen- 
sus-building. 


The early results of this pledge include a 
Bill of Rights for Canadian taxpayers and signifi- 
cant progress on the long-standing issue of self- 
government for Canada’s aboriginal peoples.

Responding to the desire of Canadians to 
resolve the acid rain problem, the Mulroney Gov- 
ernment has embarked upon the most compre- 
hensive environmental protection program ever 
undertaken by a Canadian Government.

Prime Minister Mulroney believes that the 
only way to realize Canada’s great potential is to 
enlist the creativity and energy of people in the 
development of their own future. To this end, the 
Prime Minister hosted a National Economic Con- 
ference, inviting Canadians from business, labour, 
voluntary organizations, plus cultural and arts 
groups to provide their viewpoints and sugges- 
tions on major economic initiatives. 


Australian Prime Minister Robert Hawke 
was the keynote speaker at the National Eco- 
nomic Conference, sharing with Canadians his 
country’s experiences with consensus building. 


After only a short time in office, Brian Mul- 
roney has rekindled a new enthusiasm in Canadi- 
ans, about themselves and their country. This 
enthusiasm is supported by business confidence, 
which is higher now than it has been in many 
years. 


“Canada has come through a difficult 
period in its history. But, Canadians in the 
mid 1980's have a renewed sense of con- 
fidence in themselves as a nation. They 
know the future lies in working together 
and they used the power of their vote to 
start a new era of conciliation and co- 
operation.’

Prime Minister Mulroney's Government has put a renewed emphasis 
on warm and productive relations with the United States. The two 
countries are each others’ largest trading partners and share the 
world’s longest undefended border. In their meetings to date, the 
Prime Minister and President Reagan have reached agreements to 
reduce protectionist trade barriers, modernize the North American air 
defence and warning system, fight international drug trafficking and 
organized crime, enhance and protect the Pacific salmon fisheries, 
and to pave the way for Canada’s participation in the U.S. space sta- 
tion. 
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A Fresh Look at International Relations 


The Mulroney Government has also 
pledged itself to re-examine Canada’s role in the 
international community. This re-examination, 
already under way with the development of a 
policy paper for public discussion, will ensure that 
Canada meets its international obligations and 
plays a more dynamic role on the world stage. 


In 1986, Canada will once again play host 
to the world at EXPO 86, the World Exposition on 
Transportation and Communications. Scheduled 
in Vancouver, British Columbia, from May 2 to 
October 13, the Exposition will involve over 100 
countries and corporations. EXPO 86 will demon- 
Strate the wonders of a “‘world in motion’, dis- 
playing modern technological developments in the 
related fields of transportation and communica- 
tions. 


Canada’s tradition of compassion in times 
of international crisis is being continued by the 
new Government through such endeavors as 
channelling private and governmental aid to 
drought-ravaged Ethiopia and other countries in 
Africa. 


Renewed cordiality marks Canada’s bilateral relations with France. 
Prime Minister Mulroney and President Francois Mitterrand met in 
Moscow while attending the funeral of Konstantin Chernenko. Mul- 
roney has also met with the Prime Minister of France, Laurent Fabius. 
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The search for international peace and 
Stability is of paramount importance to the new 
Government. Prime Minister Brian Mulroney and 
his new Government are firmly committed to pur- 
Suing every possible means to reduce interna- 
tional tensions and build a durable global peace. 


This search was high on the agenda when 
Prime Minister Mulroney met with President Rea- 
gan at the historic Quebec Summit of March 
17-18, 1985. A number of significant agreements 
were reached between Canada and the United 
States both to resolve issues affecting the two 
countries and work towards international har- 
money. 


In response to requests from the Govern- 
ments of Egypt and Israel, Prime Minister Mul- 
roney has announced Canada’s participation in 
the multinational peacekeeping force in the Sinai 
Peninsula.

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The search for a durable global peace was on the top of the agenda 
when Prime Minister Mulroney met the new President of the Soviet 
Union, Mikhail Gorbachev.

Peace and global stability were also the 
topic of discussions between Prime Minister Mul- 
roney and Soviet President Mikhail Gorbachev 
which followed the funeral of Konstantin Cher- 
nenko.
